Everybotly was up briglit and early 
this m'orniuf? anxious to witness the 
stirring events. Many persons took po- 
sitions on the steps of the hout<e wiii)< 
of the Capitol as early as 7 o'clock in 
order to have a good view of the pro- 
ceedings. By 11 o'clock the space at 
the main entrance of tli(» Capitol was 
literally packed with human beings. 

Nearly hh fur as the eye could reach 
from the Capitol in all directions the 
streets and avenues were crowded with 
people. Both sides of Pennsylvania 
avenue from Eighteenth street to the 
Capitol were lined with a surging mass 
of hunianity. The tide of people that 
flowed to the Capitol to hear the in- 
augural adiress was a jwrfect flood. 
Without and within that building all 
was animation and bustle. Crowds of 

Ssople not fortunate enough to secirre 
ckets of admission to the building 
Ipunged about a« if they expected to be 
benefited by waiting. As soon 4as the 
doors were thrown open a mad rush 
was made for admission and soon every 
available space in the great structure 
was taken. 

At 1 o'clock, on the conclusion of the 
ceremonies, tlie members of the senate, 
precMed by the sergeaiit-at-arms, vice 
president and the secretary, returned to 
uie senate chamber, and the president, 
accompanied by the committee of ar- 
rangements, proceeded to the executive 
Boansion. 

The president and the president-elect 
entered the senate wing by the bronze 
doors, each accompanied by a member 
of tiie committee of arrangements. The 

S resident proceeded direct to the presi- 
ent's room and the president-elect to 
the vice president's room, where they 
remained antil they entered the senate 
chamber. Having 'been introduced by 
the committee of arrangements, they 
ooonpied seats reserved for them in 
front of the presiding officer. The com- 
mittee of arrangements took seats on 
their left.

44 of the Lehigh Valley road exploded 
her boiler near McCune's station, 15 
miles north of Pittston, yesterday, kill- 
ing William Brown, a pilot, who had 
been sent to assist, the train over the 
Buffalo division, and fatally injuring 
Sinsbaugh, the engineer; Perry liufen- 
ba{g, the' fireman, and John Schitt, a 
brakeman. 

The force of the explosion carried the 
boiler off the fraiiie and what remained 
of the engine held the track and ran as 
far as FaUs station, where it came to a 
standstill on an up grade. The injured 
men are too badly hurt to give any par- 
ticulars, and the explosion having taken 
place below McCune's station in an iso- 
lated locality no further details are ob- 
tainable. .

Ottaw a, Marcli 4. — In the commons 
Thursday afternoon Mr. McCarthy 
asked the government what reply had 
been made by Ghreat Britain to the reso- 
lution passed last eeeeion requesting 
that Canada 1 e given power to appoint 
diplomatic representatives at Waaning- 
ton. Mr. Foster stated that when Ss 
and the late Premier Abbott were in 
England they discussed the matter with 
the colonial and foreign ministers, and 
were informed that serious diffioultlea 
lay in the way of allowing Canada to 
appoint representatives at foreign cap- 
itals with ambassadorial functions. 
They had also been given to understand 
that the British government would be 
pleased to facilitate the representation 
of Canadian interests through the min- 
isters to foreign capitals, and might 
consider the appointment of a Canadian 
agent at Washington. 

Mr. Laurier asked that the corre- 
spondence between the Canadian and 
British governments with reference to 
this matter be produced. 

Mr. Foster replied that no written 
communication had taken place be- 
tween the two governments in refer- 
ence to the matter. 

Mr. Laurier then said: "If so, the 
governmeiit was guilty of neglect in 
considering the dispute regarding the 
proceedings of the reciprocity confer- 
ence at Washington, and it is important 
that aU communications with the im- 
perial or foreign government should be 
invariably reduced to writing." 

Mr. Boulton's resolution, favoring 
free trade on the linea adopted in Oreat 
Britain, was defeated in the senate 
Thursday. 

PROBABLE OCEAN DISASTER. 



The Steamer Niironic ISow Over Kleven 
l».iyB Overdue. 

New York, March 4.— The fate of 
the White Star freight steamship Na- 
ronic is still unknown. She is now SO 
days out from Liverpool, bound for 
this port. She ou^t to havearrlTed 
here 11 days ago. 

The impression among steamship 
men generally is that she has met with 
some disaster out of the ordinary, and 
they do not appear to feel very hopefnl 
of her turning up safe. In answer to 
the theory that tne Naronic had been 
annk by ice, her agents say it would be 
impossible unless she ran into an ice- 
berg bow on while going at full speed. 

She is the strongest ship afloat, 
they say, and built with air- 
tight compartments from her deck 
to her Keel, so arranged that 
she would float if her entire bow were 
knocked in by a collision. 

When the Naronic left Liverpool 
she had a crew, all told of .'")■"» men, and 
in addition had several men as passen- 
gers. It wa« said this morning that 
only the names of two of the seamen 
were known to the White Star peopto.
